For themselves 
all the whites want a fair law. For the 
negro they wanted anything which would 
keep mim from the polls. The main pur- 
pose of the present law was to keep 
the negro from registering. it did that 
mighty thoroughly. The negro debauch- 
ed North Carolina poltt'ca in two ways 
~-first, by the white men who throve by 
his vote, and, secondly, the white men 
who wanted to “freeze ut“ the negro. 
The reports on the crimira! statistics 
of North Carolina snow a decrease cf 
2.000 cases as compared with last year. 
They show also that what may be term- 
ed the most cruel crimes are committed 
in the western half of the state. Negroes 
have more than their just proportion of 
the crimes, but almost one-half of their 
offenses are larceny and kindred ones. 
The penitentiary authorities are con- 
fronted by the fact that there is a great 
and steady decrease in the number of 
state convicts. The reduction is from 
1,400 three or four years ago to 900 now. 
The counties are keep'ng their convicts 
to work on roads. This state has never 
let its own convicts pass from under 
its own direct control—as to quarters. 
food, clothing, medicine, guarding and 
orders, no matter what or where the con- 
tract. As a result here has been only 
once the stigma of cruelty, on the state 
farms and under fusion management. 
There is no being more helpless than a 
convict, particularly a negro convict, and 
the state has always, with the one ex- 
ception noted, cared for them well. 
It is to be doubted whether so late in 
the year there was ever so much cotton 
in the farmers’ hands aa there is now. 
Farmers are not in any hurry to sell. 
Financially they are in ener circum- 
stances in North Carolina than at any 


time in the past fifteen years. They do not 


want to sell for less than 10 cents. There 
was more cotton grown in the state 
than was expected. This is largely due 
to the wonderfully long and open sea- 
son, unprecedented. The growers are 
really the masters of the situation, 
though no class is o little able to pull

BOOZ WAS COWARD 


Military Court of Inquiry Holds Session 
at West Point. 


HAZING UNDER SEARCHLIGHT 


Dead Student’s Classmates Are Put 
on the Stand. 


HITTAKER’S EARS ARE RECALLED 


Booz’s Fight with Keller Is Told by 
Cadet Tyler, Who Played the 
Part of a Second. 


West Point. N. T., December 18.—The 
military court of inquiry which began 
taking testimony in Bristo!. vesterday 
arrived at the military academy today 
and resumed the Investigation of charges 
of hazing and brutal treatment made by 
the parents gf former Cadet Oscar I. 
Boog, who died a couple of weeks ago in 
his home in Bristol. A great manv offi- 
cers and attaches of the academy were 
interested spectators and from the open- 
ing of the proceedings to the adjourn 
ment at 6 o'clock no one left thg room. 

Generals Brooke, Bates and Clous and 
Captain Dean questioned the witnesses 
aan to the practice of hazing in the 
academy, both camp and barracks. Slx- 
ty-eight members of the class of 1902, to 
which Boos belonged until he resigned in 
September or October, 1898, were sum- 
moned to the court and were brought in 
squads and kept in ante-rooma in the 
academic bullding. This is the first time 
in many years that a court of Inquiry has 
convened at this academy. The last oc- 
casion was the investigation of the case 
of a negro, cadet named Whittaker, who 
claimed that he had his ear slit, but it 
was finallv found he had done the cutting 
himself. This was over ten years ago. 

Four of the sixty-eight cadets of the 
school class were examined during the 
afternoon and all of them who knew 
Booz declared that his standing with his 
classmates was not very high, ag they 
looked upon him as a coward. Thg story 
of his fight with Kellar in ‘98 was told by 
Cadet O. N. Tyler, who seconded Boos. 
When asked by the court why he did so, 
Tyler sald: ; 

“Well, Boos asked me to be his second 
and I could not well refuse.“ 

Every one of the witnesses denied that 
anv brutal haging occurred and two of 
them deacrihed the “bracing’’ and wet- 
ting up drius“ as only “correctional 
measures.“ and nelther injurious nor hu- 
millating. They all denied that Roos had 
been interfered with on account of his 
relitious belief or tendencies. 

Just how lone the inquiry here will last 
could not be figured on by the officera of 
the court tonight, but it Is expected to 
take up the greater part of this week.

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PROPOSED CANAL 


Understanding with Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua Explained. 


MORGAN SUBMITS A REPORT 


Law of Necessity Compels Construc- 
tion of the Water Way. 


AMERICA MUST INCUR THE EXPENSES 


United States Must First Acquire 
from Territory Penetrated the 
Right To Enter and Work. 


Washington, December  18.—Senator 
Morgan, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on interoceanic canals, to which was 
referred the preliminary report of the 


isthmian canal commission, today sub- 


mitted a partial report in connection with 
the protocols of agreements with Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua relating to the pro- 
posed canal, which were recently sub- 
mitted to the senate. In the course of 
the report it is said that the statement 
of the Walker commission and the proto- 
cola referred to have a direct bearing 
upon what is known as the Hepburn 
bill, now on the senate’s calendar. 

That bill,“ says the report, is a decla- 
ration of the policy of the United States 
for a canal under control of this govern- 
ment. 

It is the law of necessity rather than 
the expectation of profit or advantage to 
the United States that compeis us to 
construct, own and control a ship canal 
through Costa Rieu and Nicaragua, and 
the geographical relations of those states 
to our country and the prestige of the 
United States among American govern- 
ments point to us as the power that 
must incur the expenditure to be in- 
vested with the autnority to control the 
canal as a marine highway for ships of 
all nations. 

As the basis and condition precedent 
to the accomplishment of this great task 
of duty, the United States must first ac- 
quire from Costa Rica and Nicaragua by 
agreement the right to construct, own, 
control and manage the canal. Tender- 
ing this, we must fully recognise their 
sovereign independence and authority 
over these countries respectively and 
deal with them without any attempt at 
encroachment on their national rights. 
The president is not empo 
vised to encroach wpon the sovereignty 
of those states. The acquisition of the 
aovereign ownership of a tract of country 
including the line of the canal would 
separate Nicaragua into two parta, 
tween which the sovereignty of the 
United States would be interposed.

PROGRESS OF REFORM HAS 
BEEN SERIOUSLY CHECKED 


Washington, December 18.—The com- 
mittee of the National Civic Reform 
League appointed to investigate the con- 
dition of the federal civil service and the 
enforcement of the reform law and rules 
under the present administration has 
submitted a report saying that the prog- 
less of reform in ita avplication to the 
federal service has been seriously check- 
ed. The committee asserts that the law 
has net been thoroughly and honestly 
enforced and that conspicuous opporteani- 
ties for its extension have been set 
aside. Figures ure presented showing 
that during the year ending June Ist 
last 4,40 federal appointments were 
made through competitive examinations, 
while 9.153 were made without such ex- 
aminations, 2.242 being temporary ap- 
pointments and 2.400 appointments in 
the census office. Of presidential appoint- 
ments the committee says they have been 
controlled almost exclusively by senators 
and representatives, or unofficial politi- 
cal leaders, whose selections the presi- 
dent has ratified. While good men are 
not infrequently secured through this 


3 
system. in the majority of cases those 
appointed are active local pollticlans 
hose disposition to provide places for 
their adherents furnishes a serious ob- 
stacle to the satisfactory administration 
of the civil service rules at the outset. 
Among presidential offices in the general 
branches including business offices strict- 
ly and not those that are properly po- 
litical--the changes have been almost 
universal. In the consular service, for 
instance, more than 9 per cent of the 
salaried offices were refilled during the 
first year of the administration and in 
the Indtan service during the same period 
per cent of the agents. 

The committee declares that while di- 
rect violations of the civil service rules 
have been more or less common, indirect 
evasions have been more so. The prac- 
tice of making “temporary” appointments 
for emergency work, the committee says,

PETITIONS TO CONGRESSMEN 


Dairymen in Favor of the Measure, 
end Cotton Seed Oil Men Against 
It—Both Sides Give Their 
Reasons — Terms of 
the Bill. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 18.—(Speciq!.)— 
A great deal of interest is being mani- 
fested throughout the south in the fate 
of the Grout bill which puts a svecial in- 
ternal revenue tax upon oleqma \-arine 
and other imitations of, or substitutes 
for, butter. That bill. which passed the 
house a few days ago by a large ma- 
jority, is now before the acricultural 
committee of the senate, and senators 
from all sections are being deluged with 
petitions and memorials for aud against 
it. 

Many of these come from the south. 
The dairy interests of Georgia and other 
southern states are stronsly in favor of 
the passage of the bill. while the cotton 
seed oll interests and some others are as 
strongly against its passage. 

Both sides advance earnest arguments 
in favor of their positions. The dairy 
peogle contend that the products affect- 
ed are in the nature of fraudulent and 
they have asked that the arm of the gov- 
ernment be extended in the protection of 
the butter industry. The manufacturers 
of the different imitations generally class- 
ed under the one generic name of oleo- 
margarine contend that their industry is 
in every way perfectly legitimate and 
that thelr product is as good ag but- 
ter, many times often better, and 
that the bill which hag nassed the house 
la nothing more than an effort to have 
the government destrcy one industry at 
the expense of another. They condemn 
this principle as strongly as they know 
how and contend that its enactment into 
law will furnish a very dangerous pre- 
cedent. 


The Grout din provides for an inter- 
nal revenue tax of one quarter of a cent 
per pound upon uncolored oleomargarine 
and a tax of 10 cents a pound on that in 
which coloring matter is used. 

The Asscolation of Dairymen which 
has done most to build u the sentiment 
in favor of this measure and which has 
scattered broadcast throughout the land 
petitions for the signature of dairymen 
and farmers, has made no secret of its 
aim in urging this 10 cents a pound tax 
on these products in which the coloring 
matter is used. They believe that the 
popular pretudice ig such that tha un- 
colored oleomcrgarine would be absolute- 
ty unsalable: with this removed the oleo- 
margarine industry would be killed and 
the field would be left open for the 
products of the dairy. This is the end 
they desire and to the secuemg of which 
they are bending all their energies. 

The manvufactyrers of oleomargarine 
claim that they can prove by the highest 
chemical analysis that the product of 
their factoricg is more wholesome than 
butter—if not than all butter: certainly 
than about 90 per cent of that which is: 
placed upon the market. In support of 
their contention they refer especially to 
the great quantity of badly made, and in 
many cases diseased-carrying butter that: 
is marketed in the great cities. They al- 
so contend that all of the large cream- 
ertes which furnish the bulk of the but- 
ter to these cities use coloring matter in 
order to make thelr products as attrac- 
tive looking as similarly colored oleo- 
margarine; and as they are able to sub~ 
stantiate hy proof this feature of their 
allegation, they contend that there is 
great injustice in discriminating against 
their use of coloring matter and in per- 
mitting its use by their rivals who fur- 
nish what is claimed to be hure yellow 
dairy butter, but which so often is not. 


Out of this mass of contradictory, 
statements and claims it is a little di- 
cult to get at the exact truth. There 
seems no question that much of the suc- 
ceas of the oleomargarine manufacturers 


ein marketing their wares is due to their 


being accepted an butter. Aud there 
seems on the other hand no doubt tha 

most of the oleomargarine is as good t 

the taste and more wholegome than much 
of the ‘butter. 

One reapect in which the passage of 
this law would affect the south is in the 
blow it would give to the cotton seed oll 
industry, Just what proportion of cotton 
seed oll enters into vieomargarine it is a 
little difficult to say. It wag stated dur- 
ing the debates on tre fluor of the house 
that about 4 per cent of standard oleo- 
margarine is cotton seed oil, While this 
is a small percentage. the oleomargarine 
industry has gro rn to such proporticts

Three weeks prior to the hold-up in this 
city he had been living in Hammond, La. 

When the body was found it was Ken 
that Barnes had cut his throat and had 
evidently just died. The wound was a 
fresh one, and his own watch and that of 
Conductor Kinnabrew were running. His 
left wrist was bandaged for a wound. 
He had also been shot in the back. They 
found on him registered letters and dy- 
namite.

J NOT MONOPOLY 


Supreme Court of Missour! Hands Down 
an Opinion. 


WANTED BY ST. LOUIS PAPER 


ctar Company Sought To Compel Ber- 


vice Through Courts. 


THE CASE HAS LONG BEEN PENDING 


Decision Declares the News Servers 
in No Way Form a Trust, and 
Cannot Be Coerced. 


St. Louls, December 18.—The supreme 
court of Missouri, sitting at Jefferson 
City, today Yanded down an opinion in 
the case of The Star Publishing Com- 
pany vs. the Associated Press of Illinois. 
deciding the case unanimously in favor 
of the Associated Press. 

The Star company was engaged in pub- 
lishing an evening newspaper in St. 
Louls known as The Star, and it brought 
suit for a writ of mandamus to require 
the Associated Presa to serve it with the 
evening news report on the same terms 
as such service was being rendered to 
The Post-Dispatch, which was a member 
of the Associated Press. The Star com- 
pany claimed that it was not able to se- 
cure from any source as satisfactory 
news service as was furnished by the As- 
sociated Press, and that the agreement 
of the Associated Press with the com- 
pany publishing The Post-Dispatch not 
to furnish the evening report to any other 
paper was illegal and in violation of the 
anti-trust laws of the United States, of 
the state of Illinois, and the state of 
Missouri. The Associated Press answered 
that while it was in form a corporation, 
it was essentially a co-operative society 
based upon an agreement between its 
members to gather and furnish news to 
one another; that it was not engaged in 
news-gathering as a commercial enter- 
prise, and it carried on its business with- 
out any effort at profit-making. It denied 
that its so-called exclusive contracts 
were in violation of the laws either of 
the United States, of the state of Illinois 
or the state of Missouri. 

The opinion sustains the Associated 
Press at every point. It holds that the 
Associated Press is not a monopoly and 
that it does not violate the anti-trust 
laws of the state of Missouri. Further 
than this it could not go, holding that 
the antftrust laws of the state of Illinois 
were not in force outside of that state, 
and that the anti-trust law of the United 
States was to be construed by and en- 
forced in the courts of the United States. 
The suit has been pending for a long 
time, having been brought in December, 
1897, 5 

The Star company took the testimony 
of M. k.

Porto Rico-Philippine Cases Are 
Still Being Discussed, 


ATTORNEYS HOLD FULL SWAY 


Counsel Perkins Talks for the 
Appellants for a Long Time, 
and Then Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs Is Heard 
by Court. 


Washington, December 18.—Arguments 
in the Porto Rico-Philippine cases, in- 
volving the status of those countries to 
the United States, was resumed in the 
United States supreme court today. 

Mr. Perkins, of counsel for appellants, 
denied that the constitution in itself ex- 
tended to the territories, by declaring 
that it was an inanimate substance, lack- 
ing the powers of locomotion. 

Justice White asked if Mr. Perkins's 
contention would lead him to the con- 
tention that immediately upon the mak- 
ing of a treaty ceding territory to the 
United States every person born in that 
territory after the date of cession became 
ipso jure a citizen of the United States. 

Mr. Perkins answered that undoubted- 
ly persons born in the territory after the 
cession and subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States were citizens of the 
United States. pcs 

Justice White suggested that in this 
answer under the jurisdiction of the 
United States“ stated out of the ques- 
tion the very contention which was be- 
ing made in these cases. 

Mr. Perkins said the limitation of his 
answer was intended to cover special 
circumstances relating to Indians and 
uncivilized persons.

ANY TACTICS JUSTIFIED 


Claim Made That Depot Bill Didn't 
Protect State’s Interest. 


THE ADORESS WAS FINISHED YESTERDAY 


A Strong Effort Is Made To Justify 
the Tactis of the Minority in 
the House. 


The addtess prepared in behalf of the 
minority of the house in the depot fight 
purporting to give the reasons of the mi- 
wority for ita opposition to the improve- 
ment of the terminal property in Atianta, 
was finally completed yesterday by the 
committee appointed for that purpose. 
The statement is signed by J. H. Hall. 
of Bibb; T. W. Hardwick, of Washing- 
ton; Fondren Mitchell, of Thomas; F. W. 
Copeland of Walker, and W. . Thomp- 
son, of Dooly. 

The address is designed to furnish to the 
people of Georgia not only the grounds 
of objection to the depot bill, but to ex- 
plain why it was necessary, in the opin- 
ion of the minority, to delay the work of

COL. ERWIN WOULD HAVE 
THE CITY GIVE THE LAND 


The several instances of the pressing 
need of a reformatory for boys cited In 
the columns of The Consfitution during 
the past few days has again aroused the 
people to the fact that such an institu- 
tion le more needed than any other for 
this city just at present. 

Among those who have given the mat- 
ter attention is Colonel Howell C. Erwin, 
a member of the board of water com- 
missioners, who has a plan for a tem- 
porary reformatory, which could later be 
rade permanent if the location proved 
satisfactory to the county commissioners, 
who will erect the building. 

In conversation concerning the matter 
yesterday Colonel Erwin referred to the 
pathetic account he had seen in The 
Constitution of the boy who had been 
arrested for stealing and whose mother 
pleaded earnestly for the child to be 
sent to a reformatory instead of to jall or 
the chaingang. 


“When Judge Broyles took the boy 
before the county commissioners, said 


Colonel Erwin, and found there was no 
place to send him, the judge directed the 
officer, in charge to escort the youth to 
jail. 


Now. the city owns about 280 acres 
of land at the old waterworks. There 
are three houses on the land in addition 
to the pumping station. Why not make 
a temporary reformatory there? The 
house could be arranged for the use at 
very small expense, and a high fence 
could be erected inclosing about fifty 
acres of land, which could be cultivated 
by the boys, making the institution self- 
supporting to a large degree. 

Later on the city, I am sure, would 
be willing to donate 100 acres of this land 
for a permanent reformatory upon con- 
dition that the county would erect the 
necessary buildings. The place would be 
more than large enough for all the young 
offenders from Fulton county. 

“A reasonable charge could be made 
for receiving and detaining boys from 
other counties and the income from this 
source, coupled with the revenue from 
the work of the boys on the farm, would 
make the institutiogp self-sustaining.

The receipts for water rents in the 
waterworks department of Atlanta for 
this year already exceed those of last 
year by more than $17,000, and exceed 
those of 1888 by almost $30,000.

It is now not improbable that the re- 
ceipts from water rents next year will 
be $150,000, although those figures repre- 
sent what is now believed to he the limit 
for 1901. | 

For the eleven months of this year and 
including December lith, the receipts from 
water rents in the waterworks depart- 
ment had been $133,367.91. During 189, 
for the entire twelve months, the receipts 
amounted to $116,302.66, which is a dif- 
ference in favor of 1900 of $17,065.25.

THAT CENTER SOLD FREELY 


Spegial Stocks Made Extraordinary 
Advances—Market Closed Ac- 
tive and Surprisingly Steady 

Considering Large Vol- 
- ume of Dealings. 


New York, December 18.—The irregularity 
and unsettled condition of the stock market 
today was due to various confilcting causes. 
There was still some evidence of the important 
buying which has been in evidence for many 
days now and which ts commonly attributed 
to operations by large banking interesta, look- 
ing to the consolidation of control of many 
competing and connecting railroad systema. 
The buying of thie kind was, however, dis- 
tinctly Jessa than for some time, past. Kfforte 
were made by professional operators to give 
an appearance of a continuance of this class of 
transactions, But the manipulative character 
of many movements designed to give this im- 
pression became rather obvious, and begot some 
feeling of doubt and distrust. The crop of 
rumors regarding additional plana for such 
consolidation still to be put in effect showed 
some vagueness, and were not free from in- 
trinsic evidences of improbability. In spite 
of the credulous mood which has recently pre- 
valled in Wall street regarding anything that 
pointed to consolidation, the influence of these 
movements and stories, therefore, lost some of 
their force, Another consideration was that 
the opinion has become well settled in Wall 
street that the surprising decrease in loans 
in last Saturday’s bank statement was due 
primarily to the movement of the deposit 
account, The banking interests and financial 
institutions, which have had so large a 
part in the recent buying of certain stocks, 
have evidently been drawing down the de- 
posit accounts of the bank to do so, This 
necessitates a contraction of outside loans. 
While tbe bankers’ buying, therefore, is a 
strong sustaining force in the stock market, 
it is equally strong as a depleting force in the 
money market, upon which speculators are 
dependent for their resources. Another un- 
settled influence was London's change of front, 
After buying actively here yesterday that 
center sold freely today. This was, of course, 
the outcome of the monetary situation in Lon- 
don, With further military reverses in south 
Africa and the foreign exchanges running 
against her, it is the common expectation that 
the Bank of England discount rate will be 
advanced tomorrow, Such a condition is al- 
ways sufficient to cause liquidation of foreign 
securities from London in the interest ot“ the 
money market. But it ia not clear that the 
more conservative class of investors in Eng- 
land are not attracted by American securi- 
ties, The decline of trade activity there 
and the continued high earnings here make 
the American securities relatively more attrac- 
tive for investment. No uneasiness is ap- 
parent over the money market outlook #0 
far as the immediate future is concerned. The 
sub-treasyry is contributing to the market 
by reason of large pension payments, increase: 


ing rushed in for conversion into the 2s 
before the refunding period expires, and some 
payments on assay office checks for gold 
deposited at the Pacific coast points. While 
these conditions make for the safety of the 
money market, the possibility ts recognized 
of a pinch in the last week of the year, es- 
pecially if undue speculative commitments aro 
allowed to eat up the resources of the market.
